Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 5, 7-10 and 12-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
available prior art is Miller et al. (5,242,621 ) which fails to disclose that the specific 
weight percents of each component as is presently claimed. 

Therefore it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to create the instantly claimed glycol free frost resistant 
heating or cooling fluid containing between 0.4 and 10 wt-% the instantly cliaimed 
corrosion inhibitor, between 0.02 and 2 wt-% of triazole, and between 5 and 50 wt-% of 
alkali salts or acid selected from the group consisting of acetic acid and formic acid.
